Copyright, 1900, by the New 
York Tribune.}] The Tribune's London 
cable says that Gen. Roberts, receiving 
at Modder River, Friday, Buller’s re- 
port on the retent operations on the 
Upper Tugela, sent a summary of it 
after midnight Sunday, which was 
posted at the War Office yesterday. 
The studied deliberation of all these 
methods of transmission contrasts 
strongly with the impetuous haste with 
which the seizure of Potgrieter’s Pont 
and the projected night attack upon 
Spionkop were announced. Buller’s 
second attack was his own plan, 
formed when he was commander-in- 
chief, and Roberts did not imterfere 
with it, but allowed him to report 
upon it directly to the War Office.

When the theaters were emptied there 
were dispatches indicating that the 
Dutch were endeavoring to flank the 
British positions around Colesberg, both 
east and west: that Cronje had re- 
tired from his position at Magersfon- 
tein, and was concentrating the forces 
near Kimberley for a final assault, and 
that looting was going on in the West 
Barkly district at the expense of the 
loyalist refugees. There was also a 
story which interested the holders of 
mining stocks to the effect that the 
Transvaal government had refused to 
accept payment for licenses unless the 
whole board of directors was present 
at Pretoria. Otherwise there was no 
war news at midnight in Fleet street 
and the War Cffice closed without 4 
parting glframer of light upon the sit- 
uation. 
Ministerial statements in both houses 
respecting military reorganization were 
closely followed yesterday from the 
crowded galleries. Lansdowne's speech 
was a lucid account of the measures 
requisite for the conduct of the war, and 
the general trend of permanent refoms 
of far-reaching character which will in- 
crease the efficiency of the army.

Wyndham was loudly cheered when 
he declared that there was no intention 
of rendering military service compul- 
sory, but that many things would be 
done to develop sting military re- 
sources by rendering the service in 
militia, yeomenry and volunteers more 
attentive, and by bringing veterans 
who had been with the colers and re- 
os again into the feld for garrison 
duty at home.

WILL ACCEPT MEDIATION. 
ENGLAND TO POCKET PRIDE. 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—{Exclusive 
Dispateh.] England has concluded that 
the time has nearly arrived for allow- 
ing mediation in the South African 
war, and has suggested to this govern- 
ment that she will be prepared very 
soon to accept the good offices of the 
United States, ending the conflict upon 


Republic. This may seem like rather 
a rash statement, but it is a fact that 
Lord Pauncefote has had several talks, 
rather informal ones, upon the subject 
with Secretary of State Hay, and the 
matters have gone even further than 
that. During these conferences Mr. 
Hay suggested to Lord Pauncefote 
that, under The Hague treaty, more 
than one power may offer mediation, 
and pointed out the good effect, both 
in Europe and this country, were Ger- 
many, jointly with the United States, 
to offer friendly mediation. 

This act on the part of Germany 
would serve to show all Europe that 
friendly relations exist between Lon- 
don and Berlin, while the effect in this 
country would be popularly better than 
if the United States alone offered 
mediation. Lord Pauncefote agreed 
with these views of the case, and con- 
sequently the German Ambassador has 
been made familiar with England’s po- 
sition. He could not, of course, make 
a promise without consulting with his 
home government, and his response 
from that quarter has been very satis-

HOME DEFENSE 
DISCUSSED IN PARLIAMENT. 


MR. WYNDHAM FURNISHES SOME 
FACTS AND FIGURES. 


[A. PF. DAY REPORT.) 
LONDON, Feb. 12.-[By Atlantic 
Cable.] The House of Commons was 
crowded today in anticipation of a 
Statement from George Wyndham 
Parliamentary Secretary of the War 
Office, in regard to the army meas- 


ures. Joseph H. Choate, the United 
States Ambassador: Henry White, 
the seoretary of the United 


States Binbassy, and W. T. Baker, 
president of the Chicago Board of 
Trade, were among those present in 
the distinguished strangers’ gallery. 
Mr. Wyndham arose amid cheers 
when the House went into Committee 
on Supply, and said that he did not 
propose to deal with the question of 
the prosecution of the war, but would 
immediately outline other military 
measures neceesary for placing home 
defense on a eatisfactory footing. The 
government, he continued, had not 
even considered the question of com- 


necessary in view of the active re- 
cruiting for the auxiitary 
During the spring and summer 
volunteer artillery would be rearmed. 
Mounted infantry in the volunteer 
corps would be formed. Artillery 
services and the corpse of engineers 
necessary for two additional 
corps would be raised forthwith, 
namely, thirty-six field batteries and 
seven horse batteries. 

It had been decided to raige twelve 
additional tnfantry battalions. 
Mr. Wyndham said the existing cav- 
alry forces would so be expanded 
by seven regiments, and 
commissions would be offered to 
militia officers to the colonies, and to 
the universities. At present, the 
speaker further pointed out, there were 
109,000 regulars in the country, and 
the increase was anticipated ¢o be 
„000. There were now 328,000 men 
in the auxiliary forces, and it wae 
estimated the increase would be 50,- 
000. So, altogether. the country would 
soon have at least 517,000 men, and Mr. 
Wyndham anticipated that the number 
would be nearer 600,000 than half a 
milifon. 
In the course of hie remarks, Mr. 
Wyndham referred to the government’s 
confidence in the power and splendid 
efficiency of the fleet, saying it was 
never greater or more able than now. 
The government, Mr. Wyndham said, 
was not making an appeal for money 
and men in a panic. The end was 
much nearer than a year ago, but it 
had led to a reduction of the home 
military defenses, which served to 
justify the present demands for an 
increase of the resources for home de- 
fense. .- 
The Secretary of State for War, Lora 
Lansdowne, furnished the House of 
Lords with a statement similar to that 
of Mr. Wyndham in the Commons. 
The Prince of Wales and the Duke of 
Cambridge wert interested listeners 
in the House of Lords.

DAWES’S ADDRESS. 

Charles G. Dawes, Comptroller of the 
Currency, speaking on “The Attitude 
of the Republican Party on the Phil- 
ippine Question,” said: 

“At the beginning of the new century 
great and grave problems of industrial 
and national development seem press- 
ing for settlement upon the people of 
the United States, and upon their po- 
litical parties just as they did in the 
times of Abraham. Lincoln, whose 
birth, as one of God's blessings to this 
nation, you gather to celebrate to- 
night. It is given to us as it was 
given to Lincoln, to live when our na- 
tion, confronting two distinct lines of 
policy, must make a choice of over- 
whelming importance to the future 
welfare of millions of men and wo- 
men, and to our progress as a people. 

The great masses of the people of 
the United States little realized when 
the war with Spain was declared, that, 
with the righting of the wrongs of 
Cuba, this nation would come face to 
face with new problems involvi not 
only the cause of humanity a the 
progress civilization in the islands 
of the Pacific, but in this country it- 
self.

My friends, these new problems are 
now before the people legitimately for 
discussion, and upon them the two 
great parties are divided. 
“The important issue of 1900—the 
greatest issue before the people since 
the issue of Lincoln’s time—is the 
question of the retention of the sov- 
ereignty and authority of the Repub- 
lic of the United States in the Philip- 
pine Islands. And in the heat and 
conflict of the coming campaign, upon 
its claim that the sovereignty of the 
United States must be maintained in 
those islands, the Republican party 
must meet victory or defeat. 
The Republican party stands first 
and above everything for the aggress- 
ive, effective and overwhelming sup- 
pression of the rebellion of the natives 
in the Philippines against the author- 
ity of the United States—a rebellion 
which had its immediate rise in the 
discovery and frustration of a plot to 
treacherously massacre at night our 
soldiers and foreigners in Manila. I 
know that there are a few men in this 
country who even now would have our 
troops retreat and withdraw in the face 
of a demoralized enemy: but since this 
rebellion will be suppressed before this 
administration is ended, we may as 
well consider what the policy of the 
United States will be when she is in 
undisputed sovereignty of the islands 
won by the blood and heroism of 
American young manhood. 
“Let us face this situation now as 


what 


we must face it hereafter; first, from 
the stardpoint of duty, closing our 
eyes for the time being upon the ma- 
terial wealth of the islands and the 
trade of the empire of China, the bulk 
of which, through the possession of 
these islands, will come to us. Before 
this nation there will be a motley peo- 
ple, divided into hostile tribes. Chief 
among them, now led by a corrupt 
scoundrel, will be the Tagalos, who 
first plotted murder and massacre, but 
when discovered sought to destroy in 
war the very men who had taken from 
their throat the pitiless hand of Spain, 
which had choked them for centuries. 
The Philippine population is largely 
Malay. It is indolent, and its leaders 
are unscrupulous and corrupt. It num- 
bers among its members naked sav- 
ages and even cannibals. Play with 
words as you will, the fact remains 
that these people are incapable of self- 
government, in the American sense of 
that word, and the maintenance of law 
and order in the Philippines means the 
maintenance of American sovereignty 
in the Philippines. The men who want 
the United States to withdraw from the 
Philippines are basing their arguments, 
primarily, upon the technicalities of 
their individual interpretation of our 
national Constitution. As citizens of 
this republic, and members of the Re- 
publican party, which has always up- 
held the Constitution, we claim our 
right to put an interpretation upon that 
great instrument consistent with the 
maintenance of law and order in these 
islands. And, unlike some of our op- 
ponents, in determining whether or not 
these people are capable of self-govern- 
ment we will not look solely and alone 
to the letter of the Constitution, but 
in addition we will look at the people 
themselves. 

“And in looking at these people we 
must not consider the leaders alone, 
but the millions of poor and ignorant 
natives, whose only experience with 
government has been with Spanish 
tyranny. Shall these natives be aban- 
doned to the dictatorship of those 
whose only school of government has 
been that of Spain? If these people be 
not plunged in anarchy and savagery, 
they must be ruled by strong hands. 
If these strong hands be not those of 
the United States, compelling justice, 
punishing the criminals and the op- 

ressors, helping the poor, protecting 

ife and property, and D 
equality to all under the law, they will 
be the stro hands of some foreign 
nation, or, what is infinitely worse, the 
strong hands of a

A Forgotten Hero. : 

[Gen. Miles, in Frank Leslie’s Popu- 
lar Monthly:} It is noteworthy that 
the reputation of our great soldiers was 
in every case built up of long, as well 
as brilliant, service. In no case has 
it deen the result of any single deed, 
however heroic. In fact, others have 
performed single deeds of heroism sur- 
passing in brilliancy, perhaps, any 
single deed of any of these great sol- 
diers. In such cases, as a rule, these 
heroes are known only to the reader of 
abstruse history. A single instance 


| will serve to illustrate: 


Just where the town in Ohio per- 
petuating the name of the first Re- 
publican candidate for the Presidency, 
and the home of a more successful sub- 
sequent candidate for that high office, 
is now situated, was a wretched 
stockade called Fort Stephenson. Its 
armament consisted of one gun and a 
garrison of 160 men, commanded by 
Maj. George Croghan, a young officer 
of 22. He was born not far from 
Louisville, Ky., in 1791, and came of 
fighting stock, for his father had been 
an officer in the Continental army, 
and his mother was a sister of George 
Rogers Clark. Graduating from Wil- 
liam and Mary College in 1810, he en- 
tered the army, was in the battle of 
Tippecanoe in 1811, and a year later 


Infantry. “With this rank he served 
under Harrison in 1812 and 1813, and 
so distinguished himself in a sortie 
from Fort Meigs that he was ap- 
pointed an aide-de-camp with the rank 
of major, and assigned to the defense 
of Fort Stephenson. Lest Tecumseh 
and the Indians who were coming 
across country from Fort Meigs 
should make a flank attack, Harrison 
had authorized Croghan to burn the 
fort and retreat. This he did not do. 
“We are determined to maintain this 
place, he said, “and, by heaven, we 
will!" Harrison thereupon dispatched 
an officer to relieve him. But 
Croghan went to headquarters, car- 
ried his point; and when, on August

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CONFERENCE HELD, 


MEETING OF RAILROAD MEN 
AND FRUIT GROWERS. 
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Star Chamber Session to Consider Vari- 
ous Questions of Great Impor- 
tance to the Citrus 
Industry. 


Results not All That Had Been Hoped 
for, but Several Important Con- 
cessions Made by the 
Railroads. 


Private Car-line Shipments to Be Abol- 
ished—Diversions in Transit Prac- 
tically Secured Conditional 
Modifications. 


— 
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The long-expected conference between 
the representatives of the railroad com- 
panies and those of the orange growers 
of this part of the State was held yes- 
terday at the Chamber of Commerce. 
As a result of it the persons interested 
have come to an understanding as to 
the matter about which there has been 
so much discussion since the first of the 
year, when the new routing arrange- 
ment went into effect. Had the confer- 
ence been a prize fight it would have 
been declared a draw, and the purse 
would have been divided. That explains 
the result of the consultation, for, al- 
though the representatives of the grow- 
ers did not succeed in securing all the 
concessions they wanted, they did se- 
cure something which will in time be of 
benefit to the citrus industry in this end 
of the State. One of the best results of 
the meeting was the establishment to a 
greater degree than has existed for 


traffic departments of the railroads and 
those in authority in the organizations 
of the orange growers. 

From 10 o’clock yesterday morning 
until a few minutes before 5 in the aft- 
ernoon the conference was in session be- 
hind closed doors. During the meeting 
the proceedings were as closely guarded 
from the public as are those of a Ma- 
sonic lodge, and even when the meet- 
ing adjourned, only the results were 
given out, and those who attended were 
careful not to disclose all that had 
transpired. The result of the confer-

ence is contained in the following, which 
was handed out as soon as the meeting 
had adjourhed. It was not a regularly 
signed agreement, and it was not 
signed by any person. It was simply 
given out to show to what the repre- 
sentatives of the railway companies had 
verbally agreed: : 
55 THE AGREEMENT. 
“First—In the matter of diversions, 
will endeavor to make them as satis- 
factory as in previous years. 
“Becond—We agree that shippers of 
fruit should not be interested in the 
cars which carry the fruit. The rail- 
roads agree to adopt that policy at the 
expiration of their present car con- 
tracts, which expire November 2, 1902. 
“Third—While it is impossible to 
agree on the initial right to route the 
freight the railroads agree that they will 
promote shippers’ interests in the way 
of facilitating necessary diversion en 
route apd securing suitable terminal de- 
liveries at destination, provided these 
facilities are not used, directly, or indi- 
rectly, to cut the through rates. 
‘‘Fourth—In respect to increasing the 
minimum weight per car, will watch it, 
and if fair trial should prove that it re- 
sults in damage to the fruit and injury 
to the trade, will restore the twelve-ton 
minimum. 
“Fifth—As to refrigerating charges, 
will investigate, and if found excessive, 
will recommend a reasonable reduc- 


tion.“

ond Vice-President Paul Morton, As-

tion. Secretary Wiggins of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce was to have acted as 
secretary of the meeting, afid was 
considered such, but inasmuch as a 
stenographer had been engaged, and 
was ordered to take a full report of all 
the proceedings, his notes were con- 
sidered the minutes of the meeting. 

The representatives of the growers 
and of the local commercial organiza- 
tions arrived at the Chamber first, and 
held a short consultation, at which it 
was decided that the meeting should 
be executive. As the railroad repre- 
sentatives had little to do with ar- 
ranging the meeting, and as they were 
there at the request of the others, they, 
of course, agreed to this plan, and the 
result was that only the elect were 
admitted, in spite of the fact that the 
subject under discussion was one in 
which thousands of people in this sec- 
tion of the State are interested.. 

It had been understood that the con- 
ference was not to be a meeting to 
which the general public was to be 
admitted, but even the railroad men 
did not suppose the newspaper report- 
ers would be barred out. Sunday 
night it had been hinted that such a 
course would be taken, but when some 
of the representatives of the interests 
involved were asked, they said they 
knew of no such plan. Before the 
meeting was called to order ex-Presi- 
dent Slauson of the Chamber of Com- 
merce was asked whether the repre- 
sentatives of the local newspapers 
were to be admitted. He replied po- 
litely but firmly that it had been de- 
cided not to mit them. Asked who 
had decided it, he could not say, but it 
had been decided. All he knew, or 
would admit he knew, was that the 
meeting was to be a secret one. Oth- 
ers were asked the same question, but 
no one seemed to know who originated 
the idea of making the conference a 
star chamber affair, or, if they did 
know, they did not tell the truth. The 
reporters were told that “it would be 
all right,” that we have a stenogra- 
pher who will give out everything, or 
such of the proceedings as you desire,” 
the inference being that a censorized 
report might be expected. Secretary 
Wiggins was appealed to, and he ex- 
pressed amazement that any such 
course was to be pursued. He had pro- 
vided tables for the newspaper men, 
and had taken it as a matter of course 
that they were to be admitted to a 
conference so important to so many 

ople of this section of the State. Not 
all of those in attendance favored the 
plan. Mr. Koepfii thought there was 
nothing to conceal, and saw no reason 
for secrecy. Others may have had 
| something to conceal, however, and the 
edict of their promulgation ruled. 

Various surmises were made from 
time to time during the day as to the 
reason for making the meeting a secret 
one. One of the gentlemen who left 
the room for a time was asked what 
the reason was, and replied that there 
were matters under consideration 
which it would not do to make public; 
something in reserve which had to be 
closely guarded, and it had been 
thought best to exclude the public. An- 
other of the delegates to the confer- 
| ence stated later that such a reason 
was ridiculous, and that the real rea- 
son was to secure freedom of debate 
without the fear that what would be 
said would appear in print, the inti- 
mation being that there might be 
things said which it would be unwise 
to have published. Still another rea- 
son was stated by another of those 
present, thus: This meeting ts called 
for the purpose of arriving at some 
agreement which will be satisfactory 
to all concerned. Now suppose that 
during the discussion it became neces- 
Sary, or it should so happen that a 
raibroad vice-president should admit 
that rebates had been paid either to 
private car lines or to shippers, such 
an admission might be unwise, because 
the giving of rebates is contrary to 
law. Then, again, suppose a big ship- 
per should have to admit that he re- 
ceived this or that amount in rebates, 
such ap admission might not be un- 
derstood. Of course, I only mention 
these things as possibilities, but you 
may draw your own conslusions.” 


EARL BARRED OUT. 


Whatever may have been the reason 
the meeting was a secret one, and 
among those excluded was E. T. Earl 
of the Earl Fruit Company. He ap- 
peared at the opening of the meeting 
and was about to enter the room, when 
he was informed that his presence was 
not desired. He was naturally pro- 
voked and when Mr. Slauson, represent- 
ing the Chamber of Commerce, came 
out, Mr. Earl demanded to know why 
he had been excluded. — 

“Is this a meeting in the interests 


only for a select few?” he asked. “Who 
dictates who shall and who shall not 
take part in that meeting? You say 
that this is a meeting for the orange 
growers and not for the shippers.

He spoke his mind freely, declaring 
that one of the reasons why he was 
excluded was that he knew more about 
some of the phases of the question un- 
der discussion than some of those in 
attendance cared to have him make 
public.

These 
gentlemen had been invited to the con- 
ference much thr h courtesy and to 
remove the possibility of the crfticism 
that it was a one-man affair, and to 
show that it was intended to secure 
some benefit to the general public, and 
the orange grower in particular, One 
of the representatives of the commer- 
cial organizations said last night that 
their position was that of arbiters 


without power. 

o programme had been 
for the meeting. It was an ormal, 
go-as-you-please affair, and ore it 


was over nearly every person in the 
room had taken part in the discussion, 
some of them a number of times. Mr. 
Naftzger of the Southern California 
Fruit Exchange delivered the first ad- 
dress. All that he said then or after- 
ward was not made public, but from 
time to time his voice rose so that it 
was evident to those outside that he 
was excited. Later his animated talk 
became more frequent, and others could 
be heard loudiy questioning or answer- 
ing him. After his first address Mr. 
Stubbs took the floor for nenety two 
hours. He spoke on the fruit-shipping 
business generally. He recited the his- 
tory of the business; what the reil- 
roads had done to advance and improve 
it; what treatment had been accorded 
the shippers; what concessions had 
been made, and finally what had actu- 
ated the railroads in the order which 
went into effect January 1, by the 
terms of which the right of diversion 
in transit or of routing shipments was 
taken from the shippers, and reserved 
to the railroad companies. Naturally 
his address was entirely for the stand- 
point of the company he represents, 
and he sought to justify its action and 
to convince the representatives of the 
shippers that, as a strict proposition 
of business the company was only do- 
ing what might be expected from any 
corporation and that it was not and 
had not been taking advantage of the 
shippers, but, on the other hand, was 
disposed to assist them. 

Later in the day Vice-President 
Morton of the Santa Fé also spoke at 
length. He, too, gave a history of the 
trouble to settle which the conference 
had been called. He spoke of tie busi- 
ness of the private car lines. of re- 
bates and of the scores of other phases 
of the general subject of oringe and 
general fruit shipments. From time 
to time there was a general discussion 
of some particular question. During 
the first three hours of the meeting the 
speeches covered the whole subject gen- 
erally, It had been expected that the 
conference would resolve itself into al- 
most a monkey-and-parrot time,“ but 
except for some bursts of temper, and 
once or twice the exchange of remarks, 
which were not calculated to maintain 
peace and harmony, the meeting was 
anything but what had been expected. 
There was no adjournment for lunch- 
eon, and about 2 o'’clock Secretary 
Wiggins sent in a light lunch. After 
that had been disposed of the con- 
ferees seemed to get down to business 
in earnest. The several phases of the 
general question were taken up one at 
a time. As each was disposed of an- 
other was considered. In this man- 
ner the final result of the meeting was 
attained more quickly than would have 
been possible any other way. 

Shortly after 4 o'clock the stenog- 
rapher was sent into the outer room 
with instructions to prepare several 
copies of an agreement. He did this 
and took the copies back with him. 
Then there was some objection to the 
wording of some of the paragraphs 
and another copy was ordered after 
the first had been discussed for nearly 
an hour. This second copy was agreed 
to and the meeting adojurned. There 
had been an implied agreement that 
the full proceedings of the meeting 
should not be made public then and as 
a result those who had participated 
declined to discuss what had trans- 
pired, insofar as telling what the regu- 
lar proceedings had been. The agree- 
ment was freely discussed, however, and 
the meaning of the several sections 
was made clear. Copies were distrib- 
uted and the conferees then departed. 


EFFECT OF THE CONFERENCE. 
WHAT THE AGREEMENT MEANS. 
After the adjournment of the con- 
ference some of the representatives of 
the shippers and of the local commer- 
cial organizations, freely admitted that 
while the result had not been all that 
they had desired, they were well sat- 
isfied with what had been accom- 
plished. One of them went so far as 
to assert that they had secured more 
than they had expected. 

All of the sections of the agreement 
are important to the shippers of fruit 
in this section, but the second and 
third sections are considered of great- 
est importance. 

In the first section the lanroads agree 
to endeavor to make the diversions of 
freight in transit as satisfactory as in 
former years. If this agreement is 
lived up to the question of diversions

SOME OF CHINA’S NEEDS. 


The following enumeration of some 
of the things which China will need, 
when that empire is fully opened to the 
trade of the Western World, is worth 
reading a second time, and perhaps a 
third time. It is from a recent issue 
of Leslie’s Weekly: 

“China has long used large quantities 


of our petroleum. It needs our medi- 


cines, chemicals and disinfectants. It 
needs waterworks and sewers. It needs 
telegraphs, telephones and electric lights. 
When the sun sets, night closes over 
that land, and its millions seek their 
beds in darkness. It needs electric 
railways. Cities with populations in 
the hundred thousands, lying but a few 
miles apart, are without any means of 
communication. 

“Two cities only twelve miles 
one with a population of 1,500,000, the 
other of 200,000, the smaller city being 
the port of the larger, are still uncon- 
nected. American watches, clocks and 

machines are finding a 

sale, and American spirits, wines and 
beers are taken in quantities. The Chi- 
nese are the Teutons of the Orient, as 
the Japanese are the Gauls, and when 
they become beer-drinkers, as they will, 
think of the supply necessary to satisfy 
400,000,000 thirsty throats. 

“China needs our farm 8 
threshing machines and separators. 
the grain used in that country is rolled 
out om threshing floors and winnowed 
by hand fans or the vagrant winds.” 

So surely as China needs all these, 
and many other things, will the United 
States supply her needs, in large part. 
Geographically, we are better situated 
than any nation of Europe, in reference 
to the development of commerce with 
China. Commercially and industrially, 
we are prepared to meet all demands 
upon us. With our feet firmly fixed in 
the Philippines, we shall be literally a 
next-door neighbor to the most popu- 
lous empire on earth. We are, there- 
fore, directly and vitally interested in

BURBANK THEATER. The recep- 
tion accorded to the Neill company 
upon the opening of its engagement at 
this theater on Sunday evening was 
certainly very generous, and if it may 
properly be regarded as an augury for 
the future, the engagement will no 
doubt be highly successful. The com- 
pany comprises a number of capable 
people, and the repertoire includes nu- 
merous plays of absorbing interest— 
conditions which should afford results 
satisfactory alike to the public and 
to the players. 

The play presented at the opening 
of the engagement is called “A Bach- 
lors Romance.” It was written by 
Martha Morton, and was originally 
produced, if memory serves correctly, 
by Sol Smith Russell. The cen- 
tral character is that of David 
Holmes, a man of letters, a literary 
critic, devoted to books, rather absent- 
minded, simple-hearted, unconventional, 
yet possessed of sterling integrity and 
of genuine manhood. To summarize 
the story in a few words, this literary 
recluse, who is a bachelor in middle 
life, is made the guardian of a young 
girl, Sylvia, through the death of the 
latter’s father, his close friend. When 
Sylvia arrives at the age of 17 she ac- 
quires ideas of ter own, as voa we- 
men of that mature age are wont to 
do, and through force of circumstances 
the entire responsibility for the per- 
sonal care and training of this young 
blossom of womanhood is thrown upon 
David Holmes, the guardian. Uncon- 
sciously, he loses his heart to the young 
girl, who finds it without difficulty. 
The complications which ensue grow 
principally out of the struggle between 
love and duty, on the part of Holmes, 
who is supposed not to be aware of 
the reciprocation of his love by Sylvia. 

The story is a pretty one, very pret- 
tily told. It is clean and wholesome 
in every line and situation, is free 
from mawkishness or morbid sentimen- 
talism, and teaches lessons which young 
and old alike may heed with profit. 
There are several forceful dramatic 
situations, and the play, as a whole, 
is one of deep heart interest. 

It is not possible, conscientiously, to 
commend Mr. Neill’s interpretation of 
the leading role without several im- 
portant reservations. In the act where 
he emerges from the colorless life of 
the recluse and becomes in some de- 
gree a man of life and of action, he is 
admirable, and he gives to this phase 
of the character a degree of intelli- 
gence and mental breadth commensu- 
rate with its place in the dramatic pic- 
ture. But in the other scenes, with 
some exceptions, his interpretation ap- 
pears inadequate. In the first act and 
in the last, his David is quite too slow 
and stupid—and, if it must be said, 
too “doddering’’—to inspire the respect, 
the sympathy and the admiration 
which the character ought to inspire 
in order to hold its dominant place in 
the play. It is, perhaps, neither nec- 
essary nor easy to point out in just 
what particulars Mr. Neill should al- 
ter his methods in order to achieve 
the desired results. But the charac- 
ter is one which will bear study; and 
an actor of Mr. Neill’s evident ability 
and intelligence should be able, after 
thorough analysis, to present this char- 
acter-study in such a manner as to win 
for it the sympathy, respect and ad- 
miration which it should command. As 
now presented by Mr. Neill this char- 
acter excites more or less of pity, and 
some degree of contempt. An inade- 
quate interpretation of this, the lead- 
ing character of the play, necessarily 
rers the entire presentation. 

Frank ..cVicars enacts the role of 
ral Holmes with intelligence, and 
while there is nothing especially strik- 
ing in his work, it is consistent and 
conscientious. Emmett Shackelford 
ceticatures, rather than interprets, the 
character of Martin Beggs. But he 
does an excellent bit of quiet acting 
in the third act, where he receives 
back, at the hands of Holmes, his un- 
successful prize story. For this ar- 
tistic bit, we can forgive much in his 
work that is unpleasing, inconsistent, 
and crude. Robert Morris as Harold 
Reynolds is conventionally acceptable. 
John W. Burton presents an excellent 
old-man characterization as Mr. Mul- 
berry, and George Bloomquest does 
the best he can,” which is good in 
spots, as Archibald Lytton Savage. 

The women in the cast are un 
formly excellent. Lillian Andrews is a 
typical maiden lady with a volumi- 
nous vocabulary and a ready tongue. 
in the role of Miss Clementina. Edythe 
Chapman’s acting, as Helen le Grand, 
is charming in its ease and natural- 
ness. Grace Mae Lamkin is all that 
could be desired as Harriet Leicester.

SESSIONS’ KEYNOTE. 
ROUT OF DAN BURNS ‘AND THE 
GOVERNOR. 


Why the Legislators Turned Down 
All of the Executive’s Pet Measures. 
Review of the Work of the Anti- 
Boss Session— Agitation for Popular 
Election of Senators. 


(STAFF CORRESPONDENT OF THE TIMES.) 

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 9.—The extraor- 
dinary session of the thirty-third ses- 
sion of the Legislature ends tomorrow. 
Its work was virtually completed to- 
day. I asked a certain Senator from 
a nérthern district, a leader in the 
upper house, and a man who had a 
prominent part in the Senatorial cam- 
paign, what had been the keynote of 
the session. = 
The complete rout of Dan Burns, 
he said, “and the Governor, so far 
as he allied himself with Burns.” 

There is unquestionably a strong 
feeling against His Excellency at the 
present time, and the closing days of 
the session, when members are sup- 
posed to lay aside their grievances, 
and think less of the days through 
which they have passed than of those 
which are to come, find this feeling 
more pronounced than one might ex- 
pect. One reason for this is that the 
bills which the Governor was especi- 
ally interested in have been up for ac- 
tion within the past three days. An- 
other reason is His Excellency's re- 
fusal to send in the name of Sengtor 
F. W. Burnett of San Francisco for 
confirmation as port warden. He ap- 
pointed Burnett soon after the close 
of last session, at which Burnett voted 
daily for Burns. This session the great 
grandson of the former Governor of 
California voted against Burns. It is 
said that Senator Burnett told some 
friends he did not particularly care 
about having the place; but it is also 
true that last night he spoke very 
bitterly of the Governor as a State of- 
ficial. It is understood that the Gov- 
ernor’s real reason for not appointing 
Burnett anew is that the latter is not 
a master mariner, as the law requires, 
but neither was Samuel Braunhart, 
Democrat, who has been succeeded by 
Southern Pacific Station Agent Nickell 
of Los Angeles county, who runs the 
Acton Rooster. 

When Democratic and Republican 
members alike are found gloating 
openly over the defeat of such méas- 
ures as the so-called “Power of Re- 
moval Bill.” and the Suspension of 
Public Land Sales Bill, the least that 
can be said is that a feeling of distrust 
has grown up against Gov. Henry T. 
Gage, having its primal origin, prob- 
ably, in the accepted belief that the 
extra session was conceived in the in- 
terest of Dan Burns. Assuredly it is 
tignificant that all measures specified 
in the Governor's call have been en- 
acted into laws with the exception of 
such as might be supposed to increase 
his powers. 

Members of both parties feel that 
the extra session has been an excep- 
tionally successful one. There have 
been not over two or three measures 
introduced that could be probably con- 
sidered “buggy’’ or cinch bills. and 
these were amended or turned down. 
The patronage feature was early aban- 
doned, and though resolutions were 
adopted today making half a dozen or 
so of attachés beneficiaries to the ex- 
tent of $30 or $40 each of State's money, 
they apparently are necessary to the 
winding-up of the State's business, 
and nobody complained. The cost of 
the thirteen-day session will be in the 
neighborhood of $33,000, but it is as- 
serted that this session and the prior 
session taken together have cost less 
than the last session of Gov. Budd's 
administration. The additional facill- 
ties afforded San Francisco's commerce 
by increase of the Harbor Commis- 
sion’s powers in regard to dockage 
would, alone, almost justify the ex- 
pense of the extra session, and when 
the outcome of the fight against Burns- 
ism is considered, no limit on the value 
of the session can be placed. The 
Democrats think they have cause to 
refoice that the Power of Removal 
Bill was not passed, for they believe 
that Democrats employed by the State 
alone the San Francisco water front 
would have had to give way for Re- 
publicans, in the event of its passage. 
Tt is even asserted in some quarters 
that Burns would have paid his obi 
gations for the support of individual 
members by patronage derived from 
this source, had the outcome been 
different from what it was. 

Senator Braunhart’s resolution, 
adopted by both houses, requesting 
Congress to help amend the Constitu- 
tion so as to provide for the election 
of United States Senators be direct 
vote of the people, is a notable feature 
of the session. A proposition by 
Brown of San Mateo to allow the peo- 
ple to express their choice for Senator 
at the polls, the State Legislature to 
be guided by that expression, passed 
the Assembly. but was tied up in the 
Senate.

"MESSAGE TO THE COUNCIL ON AN. 


IMPORTANT MATTER. 


Mayor Believes That the Money 
‘Now in the Treasury Should Be Used 
for Building Infiltration Galleries. 
‘Contest for City Printing—Water 
‘Wanted in the Southeast. 


Mayor Eaton yesterday sent a mes- 
sage to the Council recommending that 
the money now at the disposal of the 
city from the collection of interest and 
sinking fund on the $2,090,000 issue of 
water bonds, be immediately applied to 
the building of headworks as proposed 
when the bonds were issued. On motion 
of Councilman Baker the message was 


referred to the committee of the whole 8 


without debate. 

The plans for the municipal control 
of the water system include the build- 
ing of headworks on the Pomeroy & 
Hooker lands. At the present time 
about two-thirds of the water supplied 
to the city for drinking purposes is 
taken from the surface water of the 


river. It is the purpose of the city if / 


municipal control is secured to build 
infiltration galleries that will purify 
all the drinking water supplied the 
vey. . 
City Attorney Haas and Lee & Scott, 
associate counsel for the city in the 
water litigation, are of the opinion that 
the money that will accumulate in the 
eity treasury during the present year 
ar interest and sinking fund, can be 
applied at once to the work of begin- 
ning the headworks on the Pomeroy & 
Hooker lands. After a consultation 
with the Mayor it was decided that 
the infiltration galleries could be com- 
menced, and the city would not be 
campelied to wait until the validity of 
the bonds has been passed upon by the 
courts. The attorneys for the city hold 
that the funds now in the treasury can 
be used only for the purposes for which 
the bonds were issued, and that either 
the building of the headworks must be 
begun or the money allowed to lie idle 
in the treasury until the sale of the 
bonds is consummated. The Mayor's 
message is as follows: 
“To the Honorable City Counci)]— 
Gentlemen: I am advised by our City 
Attorney and the associate counsel re

RAILWAY FRANCHISE. 
STREET IMPROVEMENT NOTES. 
An ordinance was passed by the 

Council yesterday granting to W. H. 
Workman and assigns, an extension of 
two years in which to comply with cer- 
tain provisions of a street-railway 
franchise on Cummings and other 
streets.

NO RELIEF FOR HIM. 


PEOPLE OF CALIFORNIA STILL 
AFTER DR. J. w. GOING. _ 


The Prisoner Discharged on Habeas 
Corpus from Obtaining Money by 
False Pretenses, but Previously Ar- 
rested for Grand Larceny on Same 
Alleged Offense. 

Dr. J. W. Going, who was recently 
bound over to the Superior Court to 
answer to a charge of obtaining $300 
from W. H. H. Young under false pre- 
tenses, was taken into Judge Smith’s 
court yesterday forenoon on habeas cor- 
pus and ordered discharged. The 
court’s ruling, however, did not give 
him his liberty, inasmuch as a com- 
plaint had been filed in the City Justice 
Court on Saturday, charging him with 
grand larceny, and for that alleged 
offense he was placed under arrest in 
the County Jail on that date. 

On looking over the testimony taken 
at the preliminary examination, Dist.- 
Atty. Rives came to the conclusion 
that Going had been held for the 
wrong offense under the circumstances, 
No information was filed charging 
false pretenses, but the grand-larceny 
complaint was filed instead. Going's at- 
torney, W. H. Shinn, Fsq., petitioned 
Saturday for a writ of habeas corpus, 
and, as soon as Judge Smith under- 
stood the circumstances the prisoner 
was released from his former charge. 

Going’s alleged offense is said to be 
on all fours with the swindling opera- 
tions of Campbell and Spencer, the no- 
torious crooks who were taken north 
only two or three weeks ago to serve 
ten years each for swindling young 
Seagraves out of $500. They got the 
money by a trick, as defined under the 
Statute. Campbell pretended to be the 
owner and proprietor of a local lumber 
company of magnitude, and to be de- 
sirous of employing a collector, under 
$500 security. to succeed Spencer, who 
was quitting the job for something bet- 
ter. Seagraves answered their want“ 
advertisement. They baited their hook; 
Seagraves bit. 

Going, in the case now under way, is 
alleged to have received $300 from 
Young to induce Casey, a purporied 
man of wealth and the same sort of an 
almost dead invalid to purchase his 
ranch out on the San Gabriel River 
for more than its value. Going, Young 
avers, represented to him that Casey 
would buy anywhere his physician, who 
was Going, would advise. And Going 
thought that $300 ought to be put up 
as a commission in the event of a suc- 
cessful deal. The wealthy Casey 
proved a myth, as far as money and 
health were concerned, and Young 
swears that he has never seen the 
color of his $300 since. ; 
The line of demarkation between 
grand larceny and obtaining money un- 
der false pretenses is very difficult of 
recognition wnti! testimony has been 
taken in the specific case, and so it was 
in the matter of Dr. J. W. Gotng. His 
preliminary examination revealed evi- 
dence tending to show that he might 
be guilty of grand larceny, not false 
pretenses, and it was on this statement 
of facts that he was discharged on ha-. 
beas corpus yesterday morning. But 
the law will pursue him relentlessly, 
nevertheless.

Not 
all of the books secured will be sent 
to the exposition. Only works of real 
literary merit will be forwarded, from 
the hands of authors whose merit has 
been recognized. 

One just received, and which was not 
in the library is “The Philadelphia 
Negro; a Social Study.“ by W. E. 
Burghardt Dubois, Ph. D., 
been assistant in socidlogy at the 
University of Pennsylvania, _which 
publishes this volume of 500 pages, 
who is now professor of history and 
economics in Atlanta University, and 
is author of the “Suppression of the 
African Slave Trade.“ 

Of course the works of the late Fred- 
erick Douglass will. be included in their 
completeness. One of the quaintest 
exhibits will be the poems of Phyllis 
Wheatley, written near the close of 
the last century. Several of her poems 
she dedicated to George Washington, 
and for this she was recognised by a 
most complimentary autograph letter 
from Washington, and an invitation 
to visit him. Phyllis was born a slave. 
When, as a little girl, she was put 
upon the auction block at Boston to 
be sold, she was purchased by a lady 
looking for a servant. Being attract- 
ive, she was promoted to lady's maid, 
and was so well taught by the daugh- 
ter of her mistress that she blos- 
somed into a poet, and was famous in 
her day. 

A curious volume of the collection will 
be “A Colored Man's Reminiscences 
of President Madison.” The. author, 
Paul Jennings, was the son of a slave 
of President Madison, his father being 
an Englishman, The mother was of 
Indian as well as African blood. When 
Paul grew up he became the body 
servant of Madison, and so served un- 
til the death of the President. In 1865, 
at the sale of the effects of a colored 
man who had been for years a messen- 
ger of the House of Representatives, 
there was sold an autograph of. Daniel 
Webster, which now appears in fac- 
simile on the fly leaf of these remin- 
iscences of Jennings. It ree 

“WASHINGTON, March 19, 1847.-— 
have paid $120 for the freedom of Pa 
Jennings. He agrees to work out the 
sum at $8 a month, to be found with 
beard, clothes and washing-—to begin 
when we return from the South.

Mrs. Frances Harper, in antebellum 
days an associate on the platform with 
Frederick Douglass, will be represented 
by her poems and her one novel, “Iola 
Leroy.” A “History of the egro 
Race“ is by G W. Williams, who 
was appointed Minister to Hayti in the 
expiring hours of the Arthur adminis- 
tration, and was confirmed by the Sen- 
ate only to be left by the succeeding 
administration. “The Sun Do Move,” 
by Parson John Jasper, will be in the 
collection, with a life of J by E. 
A. Randolph, another negro. One of the 
most remarkable of negro authors is 
Charles W. Chestnut of Ohio. whose 
dialect stories, the most important of 
which is the “Conjure Woman,” are 
compared favorably with those of 
Page. 

A book which excited much comment 
when published is “Behind the Scenes,” 
by Mrs. E. Keckley, who is yet living in 
this city. She was seamstress in the 
family of President Lincoln, and was 
induced to print what she saw and 
heard in the private household of the 
President, much to the indignation of 
many. “Joining the Navy.“ by another 
Washingtonian, John E. Paynter, was 
s0 much admired that it was placed in 
the libraries of all the government ves-

sels. Paynter was a colored cadet, and 


tells of his travels with a cadet ship to 
aH parts of the world. 

James M. Trotter, late Recorder of . 
Deeds for the District, is the author oft 
“Music and Some Highly Musical Peo- . 
ple.“ T. G. Steward, a graduate of 
Wilberforce University and a chaplain 
in the army, is author of “Genesis Re- 
read,“ and has been practically com- 
missioned to write a history of the col- 
ored troops in the war with Spain. He 
is now fn the Philippines. D. Augustus 
Straker of Michigan is the author of 
three notable law books, one of which 
has been commended by members of 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States.

HATRED OF CHRISTMAS. 
PURITAN LAWS AGAINST THE 
CELEBRATION OF THE DAY. 


{San Francisco Chromicle:] As 
everybody knows, Christ was not born 
on December 25, and Christmas, though 
celebrating his birth, is really a sur- 
vival of the heathen festival—among 
the Celts called Yule and by the Ro- 
mans Saturnalia—celebrating the turt- 
ing point of the year and the hence- 
forth increastng power of the sun. 

On this account the Puritans de- 
nounced Christmas as a heathen and 
Popish feast, and did not observe it. 
During the commonwealth they car- 
ried their objections into force and 
forbade the celebration of Christmas. 
In 1644 Parliament ordered December 
25 to be kept asa solemn fast, and that 
all people should pass th» day in hutc- 
bly bemoaning the great national 


had hitherto committed on that day 
by eating boar’s head, drinking ale 
flavored with roasted apples, devour- 
ing plum pares and romping under 
the mistletoe. or twelve years this 
order remained in force. | 

Municipal authorities also sought to 
reduce Christmas day to the level of 
other days. We are told that “upon 
Wednesday, December 22, 1647, the 
eryer of Canterbury, by the appoint- 
ment of Master Maior, openly pro- 
claimed that Christmas day and all 
other superstitious festivals should be 
put down, and that a market should 
be kept upon a Christmas day. 

For attending services in the cathe- 
dral on that day many people were 
mobbed. The inhabitants divided 
themselves into two parties — the 
Christmasites and the anti-Christmas- 
ites and came to blows. 

On December 24, 1652, an order in 
council was issued, proclaiming “that 
no observation shall be had of the 
five-and-twentieth day of December, 
commonly called Christmas day, nor 
any solemnity used or exe in 
churches upon that day in respect 
thereof.“ 

But the restoration of King Charles 
was aleo the restoration of King 
Christmas. who has ever since reigned 
undisturbed. 

This is what makes descriptions of 
celebrations of Puritan Christmases in 
America so absurd. The Pilgrims kept 
no Christmas.

PRESCOTT'’S PERSEVERANCE. 


IT BROUGHT HIM SUCCESS, DE- 
SPITE HIS BLINDNBSS. 

[Mary Whitney Adams, in the 
Churchman:] To the end of my life,” 
said Prescott in middle age, “I trust I 
shall never put up with a smaller av- 
erage than seven hours of intellectual 
occupation daily. Less than that can- 
not discharge my duties to mankind, 
satisfy my own feelings or give me a 
rank in the community of letters.“ 
These are noble words, we feel, even 
from the ordinary uncrippled man of 
letters, dependent upon his pen. But 
the great historian of Spaim and her 
American conquests was not in this po- 
sition. Totally blind in one eye, and 
unable to use the other more than half 
an hour a day, he was further tempted 
to excuse himself from work by the 
possession of wealth, which made him 
entirely independent of lite labor. 
Added to this was the fact by own 
account, that he disliked extremely to 
work. He actually made a system of 
fines for himself and at one time ve 
a bond to his secretary to pay him $1000 
if 250 of “Ferdinand and Isa- 
bella” were not written within the 
year. Yet he left behind him a series 
of great histories, more fascinating 
than romances, and written with an 
accuracy and exquisite finish of style 
which have made Prescott's name fa- 


He was born Mass., in 
1796, and his father, an eminent law- 
yer, made a great pet and companion 
of his handsome, brilliant boy. Every- 
thing promised a singularly happy life 
for young Prescott, who expected to 
become a lawyer, like his father, when 
a tragic accident destroyed all plans 
for the future. As the lad, then in his 
junior year at Harvard, out of 
the commons hall one day, where the 
students dined, a hard crust of bread, 
thrown at a classmate, 

ruck him full in the eye. 
he shock was so terrible that Pres- 
cott fell, and was carried to his 
father’s home, helpless, and suffering 
intensely. The sight of the eye was 
totally destroyed, and though at first 
he was able to go back to his studies, 
yet in a few months’ time the other 
eye began to suffer, and by the time 
she left college, and entered his father's 
office, he was threatened with total 
crushing blow to his ambitions 
the young man bore with characteristic 
courage and-cheerfulness. He took a 
voyage to the Azores, where his uncle 
was Consul, but it did him no good. 
For six weeks he spent his days in a 
dark room in his uncle's house, ‘‘tak- 
ing exercise by walking from corner 
to corner, thrusting out his elbows 
that he might not come in contact with 
the wall, Most of his time he sang 
aloud in the darknes, thus keeping 
hope in his heart.” What a picture of 
a brave spirit, confronting and con- 

uering despair. 
7 From the Azores he went to g 
land to submit to the best medical 
treatment, but without much avall. 
However, he was able to see the treas- 
ures of art in London, Paris and Flor- 
ence, and to visit Rome, which he en- 
joyed most of all. Then he returned 
home, and, for a year, was in darkened 
rooms under strict treatment. But by 

this time it became plain that no im- 
provement could be looked fow under 
any method of diet or seclusion, and 
Prescott, who loved social life, and had 
many friends, began to go about and 
let nature take her own course with 
his eyes. He was of a happy, sunny 
disposition, with a smile the most ab- 
solutely contagious,’ and a warm, lov- 
ing heart. His father and mother were 
his joy; and about this time he married 
most happily, so that he could write 
heartily in his old age, in his journal, 
that life had been pretty much on the 
sunny side.“ Yet his deprivations were 
very real. Cut off from his chosen pro- 
fession, he cast about for something 
worth doing that he could try, at least

SANTA MONICA. 
ELECTRIC POSTAL SERVICE. 
SANTA MONICA, Feb. 12.— [Regular 
Correspondence.] A system of electric 
railway mail service twice per day 


each way between Los Angeles and 
Santa Monica and Ocean Park is to dre 
inaugurated next Monday. The elec- 
tric mail car, which in part is also to 
be used for light express service, has 
been constructed in Los Angeles and 
is to be ready for its initial trip on 
that date. The route of that car is 
to be by way of Colegrove, so that it 
will give direct service to the post- 
offices at Colegrove, Sherman, Sawtelle, 
Santa Monica and Ocean Park and 
run near enough to the Soldiers’: Home 
to afford quick connection with that 
point. The*schedule of mails, as fixed 
for that car, ts provisional and may 
be changed if the needs of the service 
require it. According to the present 


mail will close at the Santa Monica 
postoffice at 3:30 p.m. That mail will 
be put on the electric postal car leav- 
ing Santa Monica at 3:40 p.m. It is 
intended that the car shall run on a 
schedule sufficientiy fast to reach Los 
Angeles so that all mall it has col- 
lected on the route for outlying points 
such as Santa Ana, San Bernardino, 
San Pedro and Riverside may be put 
on the evening trains leaving Los An- 
geles for those points. Probably the 
most important incoming mall will be 
the one arriving in Santa Monica on 
the postal car at 10:45 a.m. It is in- 
tended that on that run the car shall 
bring mails which have come into Los 
Angeles on the morning trains from all 
parts of Southern California. 

The new service is doubtless due in 
a large measure to the recommenda- 
tions of Superintendent Thrall of the 
Railway Mall Service for the Pacific 
Coast States. Superintendent Thrall 
was in Santa Monica a few weeks ago 
and had a conference with Postmaster 
Dexter, in which the local situation 
with reference to mail service was 
quite fully explained.
